ST. LOUIS—(/P)—Business 


activities in the eighth feder- 
al reserve district continued at 
a higher rate of speed than in 
the same period last year, but 
trends were spotty, the No- 
vember report of the St. Louis 
bank said Wednesday. 


"Industrial .production continued to 


contract during October and the first 
half of November, but in considerably 
less marked degree than was the case 
in August- and September," the re- 
port asserted. 


The volume of retail trade increas- 


ed in October over both the month 
before and a year ago. Without ex- , 
ccption, wholesale and jobbing lines 
recorded gains over O'ctober 1932. 


Among important lines showing in- 


creases in both yearly and month-to- 
month comparisons were boots and 
shoes, clothing, dry goods, electrical 
supplies and furniture. 


Weather Too Warm 


The movement of seasonal mer- 


chandise was adversely affected by 
the

high 
temperatures 


which prevailed throughout the dis- 
trict in October and the first days 
of November," it was explained. 


"Production of bituminous coal in 


fields of ihe 'eighth district •. increased 
moderately from September to Oc- 
tober ,but' the total was measurably 
below that of October, 1932," 


Measured by sales of department 


stores in the principal cities of the 
district, retail trade was 5.9 per cent 
larger in October than in September 
and 2.5 per cent larger than in Oc- 
tober 1932.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo. — (ff>) — Lloyd 


Warner, 19, negro who confessed as- 
saulting a white girl, was hanged and 
burned across the street from the 
courthouse Tuesday night by a mob 
which battled peace officers and Na- 
tional Guardsmen to seize him in the 
Buchanan county jail, 


Shooting broke out at the crowd 


surged through the jail to subdue a 
defense force of 40 officers.

The string of convictions numbering 


the McElroy, Urschel, Luer, and Boett- 
cher cases, was broken when a federal 
court jury of 10 men and two women 
exonerated Roger Touhy, Eddie (Fath- 
er) McFadden, Gustax (Gloomy Gus) 
S'chafer and Willie Sharkey. 


None of the defendants showed any 


emotion when the verdict was read, 
or afterward when the government an- 
nounced it would take steps for re- 
moval of the defendants to Chicago 
where they have been indicted on 
charges of having adbucted John (Jake 
the Barber) Factor, wealthy market 
speculator, who paid $70,000 ransom 
to kidnapers last July. Factor re- 
jutedly has identified some of the de- 
'endants in the Hamm case, as his ab. 
ductors.

State Rests Case 


BENTON, Ark.-(tf>)-The -state rest- 


ed its case Tuesday night in the pois- 
on murder trial of Mark H. Shank, 
Akron, Ohio, attorney, and court was 
adjourned until Wednesday morning 
when the defense will open its efforts 
to prove the defendant insane. 


The last witness for the state was 


Lyman R. Critchfield, Jr., of Wooster, 
Ohio, prosecuting attorney of Wayne 
county, who testified to events in that 
state leading up to the fatal poisoning 
of Alvin Colley, his wife and two chil- 
dren, at a picnic lunch near here last 
August 15. 


Ohio Prosecutor Talks 


Describing the theft from his of- 


fice of papers held as evidence for a 
criminal trial in which Shank repre- 
sented the defendant, Critchfield said 
he issued a warrant for Colley's ar- 
rest on "information indicating that 
Colley burglarized my office at the 
instigation of Mark Shank." 


The confession of Shank to the 


murders was admitted as 
evidence 


over strenuous objections of the de- 
fense, which attempted to show that 
it was forced from him. 


McDaniel said he would show that 


for the last year Shank had under- 
gone a noticeable change, because an- 
gered easily, thought his best friends 
had turned against him and at one 
time leaped into a lake in a suicide 
attempt but was rescued by a friend 
Previously, he said Shank had been 
an active member of various societies 
and church work at Akron and had 
been a member of the human society 
and society for undernourished chil- 
dren. 


Prosecutor D. M. Halbert declared 


in opening statement that the state 
would contend Shank's sole motive 
for the crime was "to save his repu- 
tation in his community." 


Read Shank's Confession 


Shank's statement read to the jury 


related that Colley, sought on a war- 
rant charging him with theft of pa- 
pers from the Wooster, Ohio, prosecu- 
tor's office bearing on a criminal case 
in which Shank was the defense at- 
torney and said Colley and an Akron 
woman he had been "running around" 
with had been demanding money from 
him, which caused his great worry. 


The defense counsel questioned Po- 


lice Chief Wakelin of Hot Springs 
vigorously in an effort to draw ad- 
mission from him tliat some third de- 
gree methods were used on the pris- 
oner to get the confession from him. 
Asked why Shank had been taken to 
Hot Springs after he had been taken 
into Mulvern near here following the 
capture, Wakeliii said "it looked like 
there might be some violence in Mal- 
vcrn." 


Other witnesses during the day de- 


scribed the events before and after 
the picnic lunch, including the discov- 
ery of the Colleys dead and dying in 
a car on the highway after they had

WASHINGTON* (ff) -Preside 


Roosevelt has moved towutl a 
form oOempbfary 'stabilization-for 
the American dollar, it was learn- 
ed Tuesday night. 


The president's aim, it was dis- 


closed, is to hitch tto dollar to the 
British pound, and to sustain it lor 
an indefinite period at a rate be- 
tween $5.25 (ind J5.;i5 to the pound. 


Expressed in terms of gold, on 


the present gold value of the 
pound, the dolar .would be main- 
tained at a purchasing value be- 
tween 61.58 and 62.76 cents, as corn- 
pared with its former gold stand- 
ard value. 


It was emphasized that the move 


is in no sense to be a return to a 
permanent gold standard, since if 
prices in the United States fail to 
respond to the extent expected by 
the president and his advisers, the 
plan is to abandon the temporary 
stabilization and to resume attacks 
on the dollar. Therefore, while an 
eventual return to a modified gold 
standard is still in the president's 
program, it is yet a far cry from 
early realization. 


According to information receiv- 


ed in the capitol, .the president ex- 
pects commodity prices to rise 
steadily, after the temporary peg- 
ging of the dollar is achieved, to a 
point equal to the 1926 price level.

All athletics are great builders of 


both character and body. Probably 
the greatest teacher of sportsmanship 
in the. world is the group game that 
submerges self in the common inter- 
est of the crowd.

boys and girls. How about those not 
interested, especially the boys? 


Isn't there the makings of great in-( 


feriority in the fact that certain boy* 
cannot for some reason or other par- 
ticipate in team work'of some sort? 


The Unplaying Majority 


The vast majority of young chaps 


in school are not on teams. Figure it 
up. Two. or three- football squads at 
best in most high schools and colleges. 
Hockey, basketball, baseball, tennis, 
swimming, running, jumping, use any- 
where from five to a dozen Olympians 


cheap —double the number for subs—and out 


of several thousand students in a 
school the percentage is negligible. 


Say that even ten per cent are of- 


ficially engaged in sports and allow 
another ten for the sandlot teams, not 
connected with school and there still 
remains a large number of youths to 
swell the audience. 


In this audience a certain number 


have tried out and failed, but it still 
leaves an enormous margin who have 
never tried-at- all. 


Most of'these young fellows are real' 


sports. They are as enthuisatic about, 
their team records as the 
players 


themselves. Except in very few cases 
there is- little jealousy. Indeed; the 
reverse i semphatically true, for the 
average school youth idolizes the men 
who hold the reputation of the school 
in their hands. And this is a grand 
and: glorious thing in itself. 


Father's Influence 


It would look then as though there 


were no grounds whatsover for infer- 
iority, doesn't it? And there wouldn't 
be much of it if parents wisely kept 
silent—especially fathers. 


The masculine dream IS to have a 


son who can throw further, run fast- 
er, hit harder, and be more nimble- 
\vitted than any other boy in town. 
It is natural—just as natural as it is 
for a mother to wish for a daughter 
as beautiful as La Recamier. 


And it is natural too for such a 


father to voice his ambition from the 
time Junior is old enough to pitch 
his nursing bottle across the nursery. 


Junior grows up with a fearful re- 


sopnisibilty in his heart. He must not 
disappoint his dad; He mustn't—he 
mustn't.

But perhaps the boy hasn't the mak- 


ings. Perhaps he hasn't the muscle 
co-ordination needed, or maybe he 
just isn't built to stand strain.

In the ^tinging hurt to his own 


pride his father is likely to get care- 
less of his vocabulary and call him a 
failure and a fool. What a pity! It 
is so unnecessary and cruel.

Certificates 


LITTLE ROCK-An organization of 


commissioners and taxpayers of city 
and town improvement districts which 
paved continuations of state highways 
was formed here 
Tuesday for the 


purpose of advocating inclusion, in 
any new refunding act, of provision 
for paying certificates issued the dis- 
tricts by the state Highway Commis- 
sion. 


Issuance of these certificates was 


authorized by Act 8 of 1928 and Acts 
85 ad 248 of 1931. Act 8 provided for 
the payment of 50 per 
cent of the 


outstanding bonds issued after 1927 
for ihe paving of streets which were 
continuations of state highways, while 
Act 85 provided for the payment of 
50 per cent of bonds issued prior to 
1927. Act 248 provided for the pave- 
ment of 100 per cent of the cost of 
paving highway continuations through 
cities and towns. 


Seventy-five of the 143 state-aided 


city districts were represented, it was 
announced.

•Hie perfect cup of coffee! 
Many 


meals have been saved from the com- 
monplace and man/ a hostess has 
gained her reputation by his finishing 
touch—clear, fragrant coffee. 


It is quite possible to serve consis- 


i "tently good coffee if certain'precau- 


tions and rules are observed. Ac- 


, curacy is as important in the making 


of coffeee as in any other branch of 
cookery. The blend, the method of 
procedure, the choice of" the coffee 


< Itself all are determing factors in how 


good the coffee tastes day in arid day 
out. 
In these days the blend is determin- 


ed largely by the brand name. Ex- 
perts originate the various-brands or 
blends on the market and the mixture 
is calculated to please individual 
tastes. Without good coffee to begin 
with one cannot hope to secure a de- 
licious beverage. Consequently .this 
choice of the brand is of first import- 
ance. 
Roasting Affects Flavor 


The roasting of the 
coffee 
berry 


brings out the flavor and makes the 
berry brittle enough to grind. There 
are several different degrees of roasts 


heavy or dark, light,, medium, Ital- 


ian and French. As might be expect- 
ed the degree of roasting affects th< 
flavor and color of the beverage. 


Grinding is done so that all the pos 


sible flavor can be drawn into th< 
finished cup of coffee. There are sev 


eral grinds, too. The grind chosen, is 
of course, determined by the method 
of making the beverage. 


Careless handling in the home often 


injures those qualities which have 
been so painstakingly developed by 
the manufacturer. Exposure to the 
air 
means loss of flavor. Coffee 


should be kept in air-tight containers 
in a dry cool place. 


And the care of the coffee pot! Next 


to the selection of the brand, this is 
nost important, The coffee pot should 
be as odorless and free from any hint 
of coffee as the coffee cup itself. It 
should be emptied as soon as possible 
after using in order to prevent dis- 
coloration. Wash it 
thoroughly 
in 


clean hot soap suds and rinse it thor- 
oughly in lots of clear boiling water. 
Be sure that every nook and corner 
of the entire coffee pot, percolator, 
dripolator, filterer and what-have-you 
—is thoroughly washed 
and rinsed. 


Wipe dry with a clean towel and let 
remain open to air. A stale odor 
which affects the falvor of the bev- 
erage develops if a coffee pot is put 
away damp and kept closed. The pot 
which is used only occasonally should 
be washed and rinsed early in the 
day and allowed to air thoroughly 
Always scald any coffee pot just be- 
fore making the coffee. 


Measure Water Carefully 


No matter how you make your cof- 


fee, by old-fashioned boiling, perco 
lating. filtering or drip method, bott 
coffee and water must be measure* 
accurately and the boiling or perco 
lating stopped at the proper time. Th< 
drip and filter methods require onlj 
the precaution of keeping the bever 
age hot until ready to serve. 


Another important point in coffee 


making is the necessity of serving 
offee as soon as possible after it is 
made. The longer it is hot the more 
lavor it loses. 
Naturally, the proportion of coffee 
o use in making the infusion depends 
upon brand and individual taste and 
when the coffeee is to be served. Af- 
er dinner 
coffee always is much 


stronger than coffee served with a 
meal. 
However, two 
tablespoons 


ground coffee to one measuring cup of 
water makes a beverage agreeable to 
the average taste for average occa- 
sions. Two thirds of a measuring cup 
is calculated as a serving of coffee. 
Consequently four measuring cups of 
water will make enough coffee for 
six "coffee" cups.
